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FOREWORD 


HE last of the Walters sales is a proper occasion for a brief vale- 

dictory of Mrs. Henry Walters, one of the most enthusiastic collec- 

tors the world of art has known, and one whose feeling for the 
qualities of workmanship amounted to an instinctive understanding of the 
outlook of the creative craftsman. Everyone who is reading this knows that 
she sold the contents of the great house at 5 East 61st Street at these Gal- 
leries in April-May, 1941, retaining a modest collection from this source 
for her New York apartment. In the present catalogue will be found this 
residual group, together with much material from the houses at Newport 
and Wilmington, N. C. (now the property of her son and daughter), which 
together constitute a considerable collection of those articles of beauty and 
technical brilliance which delighted the perfectionism of their late owner. 


So for the last time you will see yet more of the little masterpieces of 
Georgian silver, of Sevres porcelain, of gold and enamel bibelots, of antique 
and Renaissance jewels, of statuary and even of the furniture reproductions 
of the master-craftsman Durand, who devoted many years of his life to 
executing with pains and patience Mrs. Walters’ demands for the finest 
procurable copies of the great furniture of the eighteenth century lost to the 
collector in the French museums. A round half-dozen of these objects of art 
were in the 1941 catalogue, notably one of the pairs of marble nymphs by 
Falconet, the towering bronze by Adriaen de Vries, the ‘Goldschmidt’ jewel, 
a Van Dyck replica and a couple of garnitures, and are among the wealth 
of fine art consigned to us by the estate and by the two children of one of 
the great ladies of her time.
